Jap Went Back: 
Now He’s Sorry 


American-Born Oriental Is 
Shocked by Conditions 
In Old Country. 


URAGA, JAPAN. — Tom Satoshi 
Yoah Yoshiyama, who was born in 
the United States but didn't like it 
here and is in Japan at his own 
request, now is convinced he should 
have stayed in San Francisco. 

In this dreary reception center 
With Japanese repatriates from the 
United States, the Pacific islands 
and Singapore he says disgustedly: 

“I never realized it Was as bad 
in this country as it is. Please do 
me a favor and send a message to 
other Japanese in the United States 


who are thinking of coming to 

Japan. Tell them that I urge them 

to stay where they are," 
Yoshiyama, who was born in 


Salinas, Calif., 27 years ago, was 
within one-half year of being gradu- 
ated from San Francisco State 
Teachers’ college when war broke 
out. He was put in the Santa Anita 
camp 

Was ‘Pushed Around,’ 

“Il renounced my United States 
citizenship because I felt I was be- 
ing pushed around,"’ said Yoshi- 
yama, who had visited Japan three 
times before the war. ‘I had always 
thought I should be on an equal 
basis with Caucasian fellows. I 
could not even use a public swim- 
ming pool in San Francisco. 

“Then when the war came | felt 
sure democracy did not apply to me 
because of the way I was treated. 
That hit me hard, because I had 
always considered myself a good 
American, I had been a Boy Scout, 
Future Farmer of America, basket- 
ball captain—then all of a sudden I 
was shunned." 

Yoshiyama said he ‘does not fee) 
bitter toward the United States and 
still is willing to co-operate.’’ He re- 
nounced his citizenship in Decem- 
ber, 1948, and admitted, ‘'I was con- 
vinced then that Japan would win 
the war. I just got mad at America 
I guess.” 

Iwo Convinced Him, 

Yoshiyama said he became con. 
vinced Japan had lost the war when 
he heard of the capture of Iwo 
Asked why he realized Japan had 
lost when others still thought she 
was winning, he said, ‘Hell, I had 
common sense.” 

Yoshiyama was one of the bad 
boys of the Tule lake war relocation 
center and one of the ringleaders of 
disturbances there. He spent eight 
months in the stockade as a result. 
He is busy now telling other Japa- 
nese the camp officials ‘'stole food 
that belonged to the Japanese and 
were running a black market.” 

His biggest cause of discontent 
right now is that his bride of two 
months is in the United States. So 
far, only wives of diplomats have 
been returned to Japan. He com- 
plains there is no way to let her 
know he has arrived safely in 
Japan 


France, Czechs to Swap 


Goods Worth 8 Million 


PARIS.—France and Czechoslo- 


vakia have signed a commercial 
agreement providing for the ex- 
change of more than $8,000,000 


worth of gouds during the next six 
months, it was disclosed, 

The treaty was signed by Georges 
Bidault, French foreign minister, 
and Hubert Ripka, Czech minister 
of foreign commerce. 

It provides French imports from 
Czechoslovakia of 406 million frances 
(about $8,126,000) worth of hops, 
malt, wood, seeds, paper, coke, 
coal, chinaware and crockery, 
France is to export to Czechoslo- 
vakia 396 million frances worth of 
phosphates, bauxite, machines, dyes 
and spices.

WHAT MAKES A PEOPLE GREAT 
—RELIGION IN THE HOME 


LESSON TEXT: Deuteronomy 6:4-12, 

MEMORY SIEXLECTION: Every day 
Will I bless thee; and I will praise thy 
hame for ever and ever.--Psalm 145:2 


Home, church, school and the 
state—these are the four institutions 
which determine the greatness of 4 
people—and the most influential of 
all is the home, 

What a child becomes under the 
nurture of the home will determine 
his interest in the church, his atti- 
tude toward school, and eventually 
his value as a citizen of the nation. 
How tragic then that we are giving 
so little attention to our American 
homes! 


The religious life of the home is 
the most important element of its 
activity, for it is the determining 
factor in the life of the child. It is in 
the home that the child’s whole ex- 
istence centers and from which he 
receives the repeated impressions, 
day by day, which determine char- 
acter and destiny. It is in the home 
that the parent has the opportunity 
to demonstrate the reality of the 
faith professed in the church, and 
to show the child that Christianity 
really counts in the ordinary experi- 
ences of life, 

Three things appear in our lesson 
as characterizing the religion «f the 
home. 


I. Worship (vy. 4, 5). 

Twice a day the orthodox Jew re- 
peats the words of these verses: 
namely, at the time of prayer, morn- 
ing and night. They remind him of 
his personal relationship to God, and 
they recall one of God's primary 
reasons for calling Israel to be his 
people. They were to be a national 
witness to the one true God in the 
midst of the almost universal wor- 
ship of many gods. They were to 
stand for monotheism in the midst 
of polytheism, 


So important is the complete de- 
votion of man—and that brings in 
the whole family—to God that when 
Jesus was asked what was the 
greatest of all commandments (see 
Mark 12:28-31), he named this pas- 
sage together with Leviticus 19:18. 


Nothing should take precedence 
over the true worship of God in our 
hearts, and in the hearts of all those 
we hold dear in our households, The 
Eternal One, the Source of Life, 
the All-Powerful One, he is “our 
God" (vy, 4) and he looks to us for 
complete and constant devotion to 
him, Let us give it. 

II, Instruction (vv. 6-9). 

It was not enough that these words 
should be repeated in some regular 
or formal worship, but they were to 
be taught to the children in the home 
with all faithfulness and diligence— 
and by the parents, 


We are far too eager to delegate 
the teaching of our children to oth- 
ers. In religious matters it is the 
church and the Sunday school which 
are responsible. Many parents do 
not even take their boys and girls to 
the house of God. They just send 
them. Mark it well, such parents 
are delinquent in their duties to God 
and to their families. 


But our vital point is this—it is 
the business of the home to teach 
religion, to do it regularly, and to 
make it a normal and natural part 
of daily life. 

This is a matter of great signifi- 
cance, The faith which we profess 
in the church must be effectively 
brought into the home, It is not 
enough to carry a Bible on Sunday. 
It should be in use in the home 
throughout the week; not only in 
family worship, but in the incidentals 
of daily life. 

The family altar has gradually 
disappeared, and it is regrettable 
that it has, for the testimony of gen- 


_erations indicates that in family 


worship some of the most useful men 
and women of all ages have received 
the direction of life which made 
them great for God. 


Ill. Remembrance (vv. 10-12). 

Israel had a history full of the 
magnificent mercies of God. In the 
day when, by his help and blessing 
they were to be established in their 
land, they were to recall his bless- 
ings and recognize his goodness. 


There are few, if any, more pow- 
erful incentives to faith and coura- 
geous living than the remembrance 
of past blessings. To recall how God 
made it possible for ordinary men 
and women to, by faith, subdue king- 
doms, quench the fires of persecu- 
tion, turn back the armies of aliens, 
to become strong in the midst of 
weakness (read Heb, 11) is to make 
one ready for the battles of life. 

Every family has its dark and 
trying days, its experiences which 
rock one back on his heels in aston- 
ishment and fear—and in the Chris- 
tian family God has always been 
the answer—the solution to every 
problem, the provider for every 
need. Keep such memories fresh in 
the thinking of boys and girls and 
they will be ready for the storms of 
life, 

Help them to a great faith in a 
great Saviour and you have given 
them something more precious than 
all the riches of all the earth,

DORSEY TRAILER PLANT 
IS DAMAGED BY FIRE 
EARLY SATURDAY NIGHT 

Dorsey Trailer plant, the City’s 
largest industrial enterprise, loca- 
ted in West Elba, was heavily 
damaged by fire Saturday night 
about 7:30, when flames destroy- 
ed practically all of the large 
stock and storage room with the 
contents, 

While it cannot be determined 
how much damage was suffered 
until repairs and replacements are 
made and final check-up  com- 
pleted, early estimates place the 
loss at approximately $50,000.00. 
A big stock of paint and chemi- 
cals used in painting, and other 
critical materials such as bearings, 


molds, vacuum equipment,  elec- 
trical supplies, and many small 
parts for trailers, formed the 


major part of the loss. 

However, the building suffered 
considerable damage from heat, 
smoke and water. Two or three 
partly finished Van bodies were 
badly damaged, while others prac- 
tically completed were pulled to 
safety with slight damage. 

At first it was thought that loss 
of some of these critical materials 
might halt operations at the plant 
foy a considerable time, but work 
is going forward as usual for the 
present at least. 

Origin of the fire is unknown. 
Nightwatchman F. I, Seymore dis- 
covered the blaze which spread 
rapidly when large cans of paint 
and chemicals exploded. Firemen 
battled the flames for nearly two 
hours. It is the first major fire 
the city has had in several years,

Muscadine Jam 

For muscadine jam, wash grapes, 
slip skins and simmer them in a 
very little water until just tender, 
Heat pulp separately to loosen seeds, 
then put through a colander. Com- 
bine pulp and skins and measure, 
Add 1 cup sugar to each 2 cups 
grape mixture. Add a pinch of salt, 
Boil briskly until thick.

BASIN COMMUNITY FARMER 
DISCOVERS SOIL BUILDING 
VALUE OF SERICEA 


By G. L. Edwards, 


Soil Conservationist 


The soil building quality of les- 
pedeza sericea was discovered 
quite by accident by Fonzell 
Weeks, a farmer of Basin commu- 
nity. Up until his discovery, Mr. 
Weeks had regarded it only as an 
excellent grazing crop. Several 
years ago he planted five acres of 
sericea to be used for temporary 
pasture, and in preparing the land, 
his plow frequently turned up the 
clay subsoil, This fall he bought 
some additional land and decided 
to change his sericea patch so that 
it would be nearer the water sup- 
ply. While turning the old seri- 
cea stubble, he noticed that the 
soil was darker and no clay was 
being turned up, evidence that 
sericea plants build soil as well as 
provide excellent grazing. 

Mr. Weeks’ enthusiasm for ser- 
icea as a grazing crop for cows 
and hogs was quite a treat. He 
expiained that his wife wouldn’ 
let him plow up the old sericea 
until he promised to plant another 
patch this spring and build a lane 
from it to the barn. To aap this 
promise, Mr, Weeks has filed a re- 
quest with the PMA for assist- 
ance in purchasing fertilizer and 
sericea seed, 

As a word of warning to seri- 
cea growers, Mr. Weeks _ stated 
that livestock might not eat seri-

PLANT LARGE QUANTITY 
OF SWEET POTATOES 


Each year about this time far- 
mers get to thinking about bedding 
their sweet potatoes. The Elba 
Chapter Future Farmers of Amer- 
ica are not different from other 
farmers in the community, for 
they have cleaned out the two floe- 
heated hot beds that they have 
been running at the school and 
have bedded potatoes for the com: 
ing season, 

Plans were worked out by the 
chapter to secure potatoes from 
the curing house at Samson, in 
that they have secured potatoes 
from Louisiana the past two years. 
It was decided to buy good seed so 
that each boy who planted from 
the bed could get the best plants 
possible. With this in mind, 1,742 
pounds of potatoes were secured 
by Mr. E. P. Gieger, local advisor, 
from the members at Samson. 

Knowing that it will not be pos- 
sible for the two beds to take care 
of the demand of the members and 
other farmers who will want to 
secure plants, the chapter plans to 
locate some place where they can 
buy additional certified plants te 
be used. It is the desire of the 
chapter to serve all farmers who 
are interested in planting better 
sweet potatoes, as they believe it 
is one of the coming enterprises 
for Coffee County.

A PEOPLE FINDING 
A HOMELAND 


LESSON TEXT: Joshua 1:1-4; 
MEMORY SELECTION: Thou 
bless the Lord thy God for the good 
land which he hath given thee,—Deuter 
onomy 8:10. 


PREP EDS 


God is the Lord of nations as well 
as of homes, and he is concerned 
that those who honor him in thei 
homes have opportunity to serve 
him in their national life. This was 
true in a special way with Israel, 
but it is also true of us todas 

Ready to enter the Promised 
Land, the people had to part with 
their great leader, Moses, who was 
not permitted to enter. The tine 
comes when even the mightiest of 
men fall, but life must go on and | 
new leadership must be found, | 

I. The Changed Leader (Josh, 1 
1-4). 

1. Workers Die—God’s Work Goes 
On (vy, 1, 2). 

God buries his workmen at the 
end of their day of labor, but God's ; 
work goes on. The people had be- 
come attached to Moses and na | 
learned to trust his leadership, even 
though they often murmured. With 
his death we might have assumed 
that there would be a letdown, but 
that was not in God's plan, 

The Lord works through men. He 
gives them abilities and uses them 
for his glory, often in a way which 
astonishes them and others, But let 


them not become proud, for God 
has someone to take their place 
when they are gone. They are not 
indispensable. 

2. The Need Is the Same, So Is 


the Blessing (vv. 8, 4). 

The promise given to Moses was 
still good. God's promises are al- 
Ways good, They are the only really 
stable thing in a trembling universe. 
The question is, Are we ready to 
take him at his word? 

They were to step out by faith 
The land was promised to them 
only as the sole of their foot should 
tread upon it. Israel never took 
out the full promise of verse 4, They 
lacked faith. 

God honors those who believe him 
and who move forward by faith to | 
plant the foot of spiritual conquest | 
in new territory. Some are doing 
it now. Are we? | 

The enemies of God's people were 
many and mighty, but they were not 
able to stand in the way of God's 
people when they were moving for- 
ward for him, Here again, Israel 
failed. They did not drive them out, 
because they did not take God at 
his word. The application of that 
truth to us is obvious. 

II, The Unchanging God (Josh. 23: 
1-11), 

Between our 
this selection will be found the 
tory of the conquest of the land (at 
least, of the larger part of it), and 
the division of the territory betw 
the tribes. 

Years have passed quickly, and 
the new leader, Joshua, is now an 
old man, soon to go to his reward. 
He gathers the elders who repre- 
sented the people and gave them 
good counsel for the days ahead, 
even as he recalls the blessings of 
the past. 

1. God Did: Help (vv. 1-3) 

Israel had been in many hard bat- 
tles. They had gone through the tri- 
als of pioneer days in a new and 
unfamiliar land. Now they were 
established and at peace. Perhaps 
they were recalling their mighty ex- 
ploits and their own sacrificial ef- 
forts. 

Joshua reminds them that it was 
God who fought for them (v, 3), 
We need just such a reminder in 
our land today. 

2. God Will Help (vv. 4, 5). Joshua 
had a word of encouragement for 
the da¥s ahead. There was muci 
yet to be done. The land had not 
been fully taken. He reminded them 
of God’s help in the past, so that 
they would depend on it in the fu- 
ture, 

It is one mark of a great man that 
he looks beyond the end of his own 
short existence and plans for the 
future. 

What about the future? 
reminded them that every blessing 
they had received, every victory 
they had won, everything had come 
from the hand of God. There and 
there alone was their hope for the 
future. And it was enough! 

8. Help Yourself (vv. 6-11). To 
keep true in the land where their 
neighbors engaged in idol worship 
and all manner of immorality re- 

quired definite action on the part of 
Israel, 
, They were not to deviate in the 
slightest from God's way, “‘to the 
right hand or to the left’ (v. 6) 
for a little beginning in the wrong 
direction winds up in awful depar- 
ture from him. 

They were not even to swear by 
the heathen gods, not even to men- 
tion them. Thy were to “‘cleave’ 
to the Lord, a graphic presentation 
of the close relation between God 
and his people. 

There are many thoughts here 
which can be profitably applied to 
our daily lives. Faith in God calls 
for stalwart action and separated 
living for him,
